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CONFERENCE HELD 
TO DISCUSS GUIDE 
ACTIVITIES HERE 


Ways and Means of 
Regulating Activities 
Discussed at Con­ 
ference at Har­ 
risburg. 


A preliminary conference to devise 
ways and means of regulating the ac­ 
tivities of battlefield guides on pub­ 
lic highways in the vicinity of Get­ 
tysburg was held at the office of the 
state highway department in Harris­ 
burg, Friday afternoon. 
The conference*, attended by local 
state 
highway 
department officials, 
officials of the national military park 
and the legal representative of the 
guides, followed a recent order of the 
state highway motor patrol, prohibit­ 
ing guides from 
soliciting 
tourist 
business on 
the 
highways 
in 
the 
vicinity of town. 
While it is stated that no definite 
action was taken at 
the conference, 
concrete proposals to regulate the 
activities 
of 
guides 
beyond 
the 
borough limits will probably be given 
ti W. H. Connell, acting state secre­ 
tary of highways, by the middle of 
next week, after 
which 
public an­ 
nouncement of the highway depart­ 
m ent policy will be made. 
Mr. Connell and Captain P. J. Dorr, 
second in comm md in the highway 
motor patrol, attended the conference 
Friday, and heard 
various sugges­ 
t ions for the—regulation—of—guides’ 
activities from persons who attended 
the meeting from Gettysburg. 
Early next week, the various sug­ 
gestions adduced at the hearing, to­ 
gether with further information to be 
received from representative* of the 
national park and the guides, will be 
set forth in a 
report which will be 
submitted to Mr. Connell for approval 
or disapproval. Mr. Connell’s decision 
is expected to be given at once. 
Since the local highway patrolmen 
were instructed several weeks ago to 
prohibit further solicitation by guides 
on th* highways outside the borough 
limits, the ruling has been obeyed by 
the guides and others, who had sta­ 
tioned 
themselves at 
the borough 
limits to solicit for battlefield trips or 
lodging houses.

numerous

states of some distance. 
Exemplifies Progress of South 
The completion of this road was an 
example of the progressiveness one 
finds in the south—progressiveness of 
an individual and community nature. 
A little more than two years ago, 
Roscoe A. Marvel, manager of the 
Kenilw orth Inn, just outside of Ashe­ 
ville, laid a plan before the directors 
of the Asheville 
Motor Club that 
would connect the St. Lawrence River 
and Canada with the Gulf of Mexico 
and southern resorts with a solid, 
hard-surfaced road the entire distance. 
This entailed the construction of a 
road across North Carolina’s famous 
mountains. 
Governors, state highway commis­ 
sioners, city officials and newspapers 
were interviewed with a result that tho 
Atlanta Journal, through its part-own­ 
er and publisher. Major John S. Cohen, 
projected the highway proposition. 
Mountaineers, living all their lives in 
these beautiful mountains, maintained 
that a road could not be built through 
them, but the enterprising highway 
officials sent their engineers with in­ 


structions to find out the possibilities 
and today, just a few months over 
two years later, a perfect highway is 
to be found through a country—a more 
beautiful one than which is not to 
be found—containing mountains of an 
average elevation of 3,000 feet with 
the highest one about 6,000 feet—Mt. 
Mitchell, the highest point east of the 
Rookies—so constructed as to make it 
possible to make the entire trip with­ 
out resorting to second gear for pur­ 
poses of Power. 
Traverse Entire Route 
Promptly at 7 o’clock Saturday 
morning, August 21, a motorcade of 
75 cars left Asheville, wrhile down at 
Atlanta, at the same time, another 
motorcade of 50 cars started for the 
town of Murphy. 
At each town en­ 
route a large number of the en­ 
thusiastic populace greeted the motor­ 
cade and augmented the party by a 
few cars until, at the time of arriving 
at Murphy, the Asheville party in­ 
cluded 129 cars and the Atlanta party 
about 75. 
The beginning of the trip was made 
in perfect weather. 
When about half 
the distance had been covered, a se­ 
vere rainstorm broke loose in the 
mountains and several miles were 
diiven during a 
heavy downpour. 
This, however, did not affect in the 
least the safety, comfort or speed of 
the motorcade, further evidencing the 
advantages of modern highways to 
those who a few months before would 
have never attempted the journey in 
even a light rain. 
Fine Community Spirit 
Community spirit—unhearVl of ex­ 
cept in the south—evidenced itself at 
Murphy where hundreds of persons as­ 
sembled for the road-opening festivi­ 
ties. 
A barbecue was scheduled but 
made impossible by the rain. 
Re­

Section Gang Slaughters 
25 Snakes in Two Days 


There are snakes in the grass, 
sure enough, up 
Iron 
Springs 
way. 
The Fairfield section crew of 
the Western Maryland Railway, 
while mowing grass along the 
tracks on Jack’s Mountain Thurs­ 
day, killed 19 copperheads, poison­ 
ous reptiles, some of them the 
largest that have evei been found 
in the South Mountains. 
The next day, Friday, the gang 
killed six more with the mower, 
the largest number ever reported 
killed on any one or two suc­ 
cessive days. 
Some of them put up a fight, 
but they had little chance with 
the sharp knives of the mowing 
machine. 
None of the crew was 
injured. 
Both copperheads and rattlers, 
the only two of the poison species 
of snakes in the Sou*h Mountains, 
have 
been 
reported 
unusually 
thick this year, and have been 


more or less a constant fear to 
cottagers in the mountains. The 
long dry spell is said to have 
driven the reptiles to the in­ 
habited sections in large droves in 
search of water. 
However, the 
rain is said to have sent them 
back to their habitats in the more 
secluded fastnesses of the hills, 
and the menace to summer so­ 
journers has passed. 
Members of the Western Mary­ 
land crew believe the fair weather 
Thursday, after ten days of con­ 
tinuous rain, brought the snakes 
from behind the rocks for a peep 
at the sunshine, which accounts 
for the unusually large number 
falling victims to the mowing 
machine Thursday.

000 bushels. 
The peach harvest begins in 
earnest next week with the pick­ 
ing of the Hale and Elberta, chief 
commercial varieties raised in Ad­ 
ams county. 
All of the fruit is 
large in size and of good quality, 
according to Mr. Rice, the recent 
wet period having helped ma­ 
terially with the growth and de­ 
velopment of the fruit.
